The last exhibition of the Academy of Fine
Aris In (his city was of such a character as to
greatly disappoinf all admirers of that which
the Academy was founded to cultivate, and
called forth at the time such adverse criticism
a8 we hope has enlightened the directors of
the institution. We do not know what
changes they purpose making, but we know
that radical changes are needed. The day
has gone by when a large number of inferior
paintings will excite enthusiasm. Something
more Is needed In a collection than the
number of works. Somcthing more s
needed to attract the critical than “Por-
traits of a Gentleman,” or representations
of “Death on a Pale Horse,” We need en-
terprise in art as well as in all other peo-
vinces, and unless it is Improved the people
demand a cbange in the connoisseurs ,who
claim to minister to their tastes, We are
not sufficiently familiar with the details of
the Academy management to know where the
evil lles, but we only see the evil, and ask for
the remedy. We waut a good exhibition of
fine arts this winter. We do not want to wait
untll next spring, and if the dlreebars)ﬂ
about the collection with energy, they _can
fUrnish us with what we need, and give an
impetus to art much needed in our eity. 40 4

Epmunp D, Lewis.—We understand that
Mr. Edmund D. Lewls is about painting one
of his large landsgape scenes, the original of
which he studied during his summer tour.
There is no one among our young artists who
can equal Mr. Lewis in his delineation of
pature. Although without extended experl-
ence In his profession, he has achieved a wide-
spread reputation, and one which Is destined
to become national. The best sign of the popu-
larity of our artist Is found in the number
who praiseand closely examine his works on
exhibition, and with that as our criterion, MT.
Lewis stands foremost of all the rising
artists of Philadelphia. His last large wo—rﬂg
“The Fishers of the Susquebanna,” was a
chef d'ouvre.

It was among the spring collection at the
Academy, and attracted universal attention.
The gorgeous coloring, the rich tints of
autumnal foliage, and the admirable periee-
tion of that work, merit high encomium, Mr,
Lewls was a pupll, and is now a friendly
rival, of Paul Weber; and, like his preceptor,
he excels in the minute delination of the
foreground. Every lear is clear and natural;
there is nonme of that “muddiness” in his
follage which is so common. He possesses that
within him that will make him, without doubt,
a great artist ; and with his energy, we can pro-
phesy great things for him in the future,

We understand that Mr. Joseph B, Beale,
late Professor of Drawing at the Central
High School, has accepted a Government
appointment, and I8 about to travel abroad to
make a draft of certain fortifications and
sites which are needed in official circles,

Musio 1¥ T™HE MerROrouls,—The heat of the

" summer and the reports of cholera did not drive

all the mugicians from New York: on the con-
trary, many of them have done their best to en.
tertain the forced dwellers of the hot cily, In
adadition to various musical festivals of Gorman
socleties and Bunday evening concerts of various
degrees of excellence, Mr. Theodore Thomas,
with an efficient orchestra of about thirty good
performers, has given one hundred open-air
concerts al Terrace Garden. The programmes
included music of all kinde, from waltzes and
galops, which suit well the tinkling of beer-
glasses and the smoke of clgrs, ta operatic airs
and overtures, and even symphonies. Twice
each week was o whole division of the concert
given up to music of the highest order, and as
an index of the growing love for good musie in
New York, it is to be noted thaton those even-
ings the attendance was always large, and the
most complete attention given. The andience
wae not wholly or even principally German, bul
{hese concerts were the resort of all young men
of musical feeling, and often of families who
were kept in town., Several symphonies of
Mozart, Beethoven, and Haydn were played, as
well as movements and overtures by Wagner,
Liszt, Cherubini, and Mendelssohn, Besides
these, there were gvenings set apart for special
composers, and we had Mendelssohn and Mozart
nights, Mr, Thomas, we hope, made much pecu-
niary profit from these concerts; he st least has
the satisfaction of feeling that he has done
much for the improvement of musical taste,
The Central Park concerts on Saturday altee-
noons have usually been good, nnd have oilten
given music of much excellence, They were,
of conr=e, always thronged,

—The slowness with which the New York
Academy of Music Is being rebuilt will probanly
disarrange and retard the Italinn Opera this
winter. The chances of the opers-house bheing
ready for January are very small,

—There lately died, in Paris, an artist nanud
Louls Lebroton, well known for many years
past as & dranghtsman and painter of marine
subjects, a branch ol art in which he greatly
excelled. Lebreton was formoerly a surgeon in
the French navy; but his powers as o draughts-
man having attracted the notice ol the Minister
of Mariue, be was selected to go with the expe-
ditlon to the South Pole under Dumont '(p-
ville, in 1807, in the capacity of artist. Subse-
quently he sccompaniel the expedition to
Madagascar, in a slmilar capuclty; but of late
years be devoled himsell chiefly to working on
the illnetrated papers,

— There is now on view in the atudio of Mr.
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John Chapin, in New York, a large and very
fine imported painting by I. Hamel. This pie
ture, which is of the German school, and has
but Iately arrived in this country, has for its
snbject the * Bale of Indulgences,” aud the soeno
1s lnid in the time of the Reformation, portralts
of some of the leading spirits of that movamant
betng included in the composition, The centre
of the picture is ocoupied by an eccleslastie,
who, somewhat after the manner of an sustlon-
cor, flourlshes aloft one of the precious doou-
ments, At hie feet kneelsa beautiful girl, robed
in bright tlssues, The crowd gathered around
displays a greay variety of character, all drawn
and painted with remarkable vigor. There are
glimpses in the background of quaint old ar
chitecture, and the atmogpherio offects of day-
lght over the whole scene are rendered with
great felicity,

—A very valuable collection of ancient draw-
ings has lately been ndded to the Gallery ol
Florence, Many of them were collected at great
trouble and expense by the Florentine sculptor
Santarelll, who has presented thom to the nation
on condition that they are to be placed perma-
nently in the Uizzi Gallery, and this has been
done,

~The well-known Italian painter Ademollo is
engaged on plotures of episodes in the late cam-
paign in Lombardy, Victor Emanuel accorded
to this artist the privilege of accompanying the
army during the campalgn, so that fidelity, at
least, may be looked for in the fauture battle.
pieces from his pencil,

~Mr. 8. P. Avery has reopened his art gal-
lery on Broadway. Among the new altrac-
tions in it are a painting by Vanderlip, and 6.
A. Boughton's “'Wayside Devotion”—the latter
of whioh figured on the walls of the Royal
Academy last season, and was very highly
spoken of by English critics,

—Mr. V. Neblig, of New York, has now in
his studio several genre pictures of great merit
—some of them finished, and others yet in
hand. It will be remembered that nearly all
the pictures und art bric-a-brac of Mr. Nehlig's
studio were destroyed by fire about a year ago,
but the walls, which presented somewhat the
appearnnce of a museum or armory before the
fire, bave been restored to something like their
former appearance. Among other pictures now
to be seen in this studio is one of the battle
of Gettysburg, a spirvited composition of the
sameé grouping and goneral trealment as the
large painting of the same subject lost at the
time of the fire,
~Mr. Jerome Thompson lately finished a large
landscape. The scene hes amid the mountains 4
of Vermoni, the point of view being from &
snmmit near Mansfield mountain, the peak of
which towers up on the left of the composi=
tion. Beyond, the cye is carricd over a sea of
mountain tops to whera the sun, which has
just nmsen over the horizoo, lights up the dis-
tant line ol Lake Champlain. The wists,
which are curling away up the mountain
slopes, are rendered with excellent stmo-
spheric effect, and the bold rocks of the fore-
ground and middle distance are drawn and
puinted with great' fidelity to nature. This
flcture ought to be on view in some one of
the public galleries, the artist's studio being
too limited in space to afford an advantu-
geous view of it
—Neither literary nor artistic piracy seems to
find favor in London. A well-krown picture by
Sir BEdwin Landseer is the one called “A Piper
and a Pair of Nut-Crackers,” represented by a
couple of squirrels and a bullfinch. This pic-
ture was lately pirated in some way, it appears,
by a photographer named Bennett, and another
person, und the delinquents, on the application
of Mr, Graves, the printseller, who has « copy-
right on the pleture, were brought belore o
magistrate, and muleted in o penally, with
costs, the charges agninst them being for four
several nets of pirney.

This gentleman lately em Iuﬁctl o man of the
law, resldent in the mneighborbood of Puris, to
negotinte for him the purchase of an estate
contiguous to one posses:ed by the latter., The
ti!lacﬂml_, ol 1he eetate was drawn up accord.
Ingly, and brought by the notary in question to
M. liul-.)z for signature, *“*What it the meaning
Ot wils pmnump?l. referring, apparently, to cer-
tain claims or ‘subjecnons’ affecting the estiate ¥
inguired the erudite wearer of the well-worn
dressing-gown, smoking-cap, aund nllprcm, 80
well known to the Iiluml‘r world of Paris, as he
held the document in close proximity to his
nose,y and peered into ile puages rthrough his
heavy tortoise-shellrimmed spectacles, *'I
musl have this land free ol everything of the
kind: for what satisfaction should I have in 1t
it somebody else had it iu ‘subjection V'

Al thit is mere legal technleality,” returned
the notary; “‘the words have no value what-

“In that case,” returned M, Buloz, whose wits
are ususally in the seventh heaven ol critical
and metaphysical erudition, and are therelore
not seldom imposed upon in regard to Lthe affairs

Aud, 50 aaﬁlug. he dipped his pen in the
ink and appended his signature, ornimented
with one of the elaborate parafes Frenchmen
are #o fond ol at the end of the deed,

The potentate of the dingy oflices of the
Rue Sit. Benoit lost no time in buildipe a
villa on the ground of which he had become
the owner; laying out his gardens with more
tuste than wae expected, and taking specinl

Thoroughly indignant at seeing himsell the
victim ol such s trick, and on the part of the
very agent whom he had employed to eneure
the acquisition of his new R{m'ﬂ.“! without en-
cumbrance of any kind, M. Buloz bronght a
st agninst his treachergas counsellor to com-
rrl a restitution of the water of which he found
iimsell deprived. In the first trinl of the affair
the verdiot was given against him; but, nothing
daunted, he nt once carrled the suit into a
higher court, and has just had the satistaction
of secing himsell, throngh the verdict Just given
by the latter, victorious over the wiles of the
rascal who had so impudently endeavored to
overreach a client, The notary has been sen-
teuced to pay the nominal damages claimed by
the editor of the Revue, to defray the coats of
the suit, and to refrain, for the rest of his days,
and in the person of his future heirs, from any
further interference with the usual course of
the contested water,

—The Round Table concludes an extended
criticism on Beyard Taylor's last poem, ‘' The
Pioture of 8t, John," in which it speaks rather
unenthasiastically of the work, with the follow-
ing judgment:—

“The great lack of the poem seems to us to
consist in a story or legend., There is not enough
of interest in _the subject-matter, Indeed, so
Inr as the narrative goes, what there is of it s
but poorly told, Mr. Taylor is certainly but au
Inditferent constructive poet, His verses are
protiy—often beautiful—and the general idea is
];lonsunt, but thereds a lack of tresh and simple

Isfory, He has the art of making long poems;
but a long poem must turn %on & slory to pos-
segs the truest charm. ‘The Plcture of St
John " has few demerits of measure, expression?
or style. Itis evidently a studied etlort, and
will be deservedly praised for its artistic com-
»leteness.  But “fla author will sl linger
among the middle luminaries of the literary
firmament, for it is in vain to look for a place
among the highest upon the merits of sketches,
novels, or poems which are truly great neither
«0 plot nor execution. The multitndinoos
works of Mr. Taylor me all pleasant, but there
ie rot one that as a literary venture can be
called so successful as even the little fdyl
*Snow-Bound.' "

Mrs. Elizabeth Akers, better known, porhaps,
under her nom{fde Iplume of *'Florence Percy,"
author of “Rock Me to Sleep, Mother,” has
written nothing sweeter than the following
stanzes, which we find in her recently pub-
lished volume, and which just suit the season
of fading leaves:—

WHEN THE LEAVES ARE TURNING BROWN,

Never I8 my heart so gay

In the budding month of May,

Never does it beat a tune

: Hall 80 sweet in bloymy June:

—An interesting account, by M. J. Amigues,
of the explorations of the Palace of the Cisars,
lias appeared in some lute numbers of Le Moni-
teur. The site of this palace had been buried in
the Middle Ages under a part of the Farnese
Gardens, themselves lately n heap of ruins, The
Farne<e property came by descent into the pos
session of the ex-King of Naples, by whom
these gardens were sold some years ago o the
Emperor Napoleon. The Emperor entrusted the
work of exploration to tbe Chevalier Pietro
Roga,Jand ekcavationslwere commenced towards
the end of 1861, with these objects—to ascertain

the primitive configuration of the sol of the
Palatine, the public or private buildings relating
to the period of the Cwsars, and the more an-
cient monuments that formed their substrue-
ture, or that bud been restored by the Cwsurs.
Sig. Rosa first discovered many indications that
proved the top of the Palatine to have been
double, like that of the Capiioline, though he
has not yet lnid bare the whole ot the intermon-
tium, This discovery explalned many hitherto
obscure passages of ancient writers, and was a
vialuable guide to further progress. The con-
structions on the Palatine ure divided into (wo
groups—the wdes publio® or tmperaforie (the
public otticial residence of the emperors), und
the various private residences built to connect
with it by Tiberius, Caligula, and other empe-
rors, Nenrly the whole of the palace proper
has been excavated, so much, at least, as is not
covered by the buildings of the Villa Mills,

—The following paragraph reterring to rhe
enlistment of blacke in the Revolution, is from
advanced sheets of “Bancroit’s History of the
United States,” Vol. 1X:—

“As enlistments falled, Washington ursed
Congress to complete the continental battalion«
of all the States except SBouth Carolina aund
Georgla by draits from their militis; Congres-,
though not till the end of February, adopted
the advive, Iimllinﬁ the service to nine moaths,
The execution of the measure was unequsl, lor
it depended on the good-will of the several
States; but the scattered villuges paraded their
militia for the draft with sufficient regularity
to save the army from dissolution, Varnum, i
brigadier of Rhode Island, proposed the emanu-
cipation of slaves in that State, on eondition ol
their enlisting 1n the army for the war. The
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scheme, approved by Washinglon, and by him
relerred 1o Cooke, the Governor of the Stats,
was nccepted, Every able-bodied slavo i Rhodo
Island received by law liberty to enlist In the
army for the war.” On pasting muster he be.
came free and entitled to all the wages and en-
courngements given by Conaress to nay aoldior,

The State made some compensation to their
masters,"

~Mr. Obarles Lanman, of Grorgetown, D, O.,
has brought to the Hght, from their concsal-
ment In a number of 0'd trusks in New London,
Conn., & mass of correspondence which he calls
“The Bhaw Papers.” Nathaniel G, Shaw, Jr.,
was an setive and weaithy merchant ol Connoc-
ticut before and during the war of the Revoli-
tion, and wue for a long time the general agent
in that State of the Continental Congress for all
sorts of military and naval busineds, The lel-
ters extend over a period of seventeen yoars -
1765-52—and are, in part, those written by Shaw
bimself, and in part those addressed to him by
fgreat variety of men—Wasbington, Horatio
Gates, Benedict Arnold, Robert Morris, John
Hancock, and many others. Thongh most of
them, probably, relate to details of business,
they can hardly fail to be of some historical
value, and dounbtless will bo printed,

—A new sensation drama, Parisians in London,
is about to be played at the Porte St. Martin,
with novel and starting effects, a la Bouolioault,
One of the scenes will represent, it is sald, the
Haymarket at night, with the eood old dance
of Bir Roger de Coverley, which is jnst about ns
native to that locality at present as morality ia
to the novels of tho younger Dumns, To add to
the truthiulness of the scene, n number of stroot
celebrities have been engaged, as beeggars,
tumblers, and colored Etbiopisns of English
snd burnt-cork descent. It the drama suecrods,
as; it wall without doubt, some smart Bnalish
dramatist whll perhaps give his countrymen Lon-
doners in Paris, with a view of the Jardin
Mubille and its mixed company dancing an old
court minuet,

—Proffessor Agussiz has Intely written a letter
to Mr. Henry Bergh, of New York, President of
the Soclety for the Provention of Cruelty to
Animals, in answer to a letter from { hat gentle-
man requesting bim to lecture, some time dur-
ing the coming fall or winter, on the tortle.
He excuses himsell from lecturing, his tife
being absorbed with other duties, but aympa-
thizes with Mr. Bergh in his endeavors to ame-
liorate the condition of the turtle, who suffers,
be =ays, legal deciclons to the contrary not-
withstanding, In having hi= fins plerced, and in
being turned upside down.

—The friends of the late James Sheridan
have erected n monument over his remalns in
Glasgow, in which city he was a teacher of olo-
cotion when he wrote his carliest plays, It is
built of fine durable sandstone, surmounted by
a earcophiigus of erey Aberdeen granite, and
among ilé ornaments are medallion heads of
“William Tell” and “Emma,” “Virginius” and
“Virginia," “Master Walter” and “Julia,” and
“Caius Gracchus” and his mother “*Cornelin.’
The ounly inscription on the monument is the
full name of the preacher-dramatist, and the
tates of his birth and death.

—NMr, Robert Buchanan contributes a “Lon-
don Lyric” to the last number of the Adrgosy.
the theme of which is the influence of a young
country maiden in the city, Here Is bis open-
ing stanza:—

‘“‘Bell from the North has journeyed hither,

She brings the scent of henther with her,

To show in what sweet glens she grew;

Where'er she trips, in any weatber,

She eteps as 1l she rrod on heather,

And leaves a sense like dropplng dew,”

—Mr. Charles F. Browne's letters in Puncl
are covsidered successful in England, which is
a great deal more than they are here, The first
of the series was so poor that we doubt whether
any American comic journal would have pub-
hshed it The sccond was rather better, bub not
up to the mark of Artemur Ward. Mr. Browne
has tuken Egyptian Hall, in London. and Is
about 1o give his lectures In it,

—A burlesque on Scott’s porm of the Lady
of the Lake was lately produced in London,
with the addition to its origival title of Plaid
in a New Tartan. 1t is said to have been very
successlul, partly owing to the fact that nearly
all the charncters were played by women, or
ladies, if the reader insists upon having our
absurd American synonym,

—M. Leon Gozlan died reoatly in Pans,
within a tew days of completing his sixtioth
year. Beginning his literary career nearly forty
years ago a# a journalist, he worked his way
slowly to fame and fortune, writing novel# and
play#, the majority of which were suceessful In
their day.

—Dr, Oliver Wendell Holmes is the noxt
novelist who is to succeed Mr. Charles Reade in
the Atantic Month'y, for which he is now writ-

cleaned, We wore usab'e to remove this Safe and
open it vntil Tuesday, the 10th, a period of more
than foe days arter the fre. The heat around it
Wi ot tho most intonse charnoter, as its oxlorior
distipetly shows, the wren being bdly warped and
sprung, The bra s knobs and ornamental plates on
the doors wero entirely melted of. The heatoloasly
roscmbléd that of & turnaeo, for the iron was at a
white heat.
